Within a short time the school sav­ 
ings plan will be in full operation in 
269 schools in Northern and Central 
California and results will be checked 
closely by Mr. Lawler for the Bank of 
Italy and the government.

' date, Robert E. Smith, director of the 
War Loan Organization in the Twelfth 
Federal Reserve District, said: "Thrift 
is the greatest thing a student can 
learn in school.
